G ettysburg and that It is for the 
sole purpose of keeping the Amer­ 
ican people informed. 
Press Not Subsidized 
" It Is a tribute to the Am erican 
economic system that the only pub­ 
lic funds expended in G ettysburg 
are those that were required to 
convert a portion of the post office 
building to provide offices for the 
President and his staff. All ele­ 
m ents of the press, picture, radio 
and television coverage — a ma.ior 
factor In the freedom of the Amer­ 
ican people — are the products of 
private capital. That is as truly an 
A m erican tradition as Is the fact 
that the American press Is free and 
Is not subsidized." 
The speaker described the m eth­ 
od of gathering news and the spe­ 
cific tasks of the various services 
and publications. 
Fast, Wide Coverage 
"The three wire services write 
straight news accounts of the hap­ 
penings of the day and are con­ 
nected from their desks in the 
P ress room to their Washington 
offices by direct wire. This news 
is in Washington within a minute 
after it Is written and in another 
m inute Is on the network of wires 
to all parts of the United States 
and the countries of the western 
hem isphere. 
"Som e of the m ajor dailies have 
special 
w riters who file 
stories 
every day. Unlike the wire services

STORY TO CLUB 


"If you find an electric wire on 
the ground, leave it alone. The lines 
carrying 13.200 volts are grounded 
but the ones around town which 
I carry 4.800 volts are not. Usually the 
grounded lines are dead when they 
fall, but the safest wav is to leave 
all fallen electric wires alone." Wil- 
• ham Lentz, local m anager of the 
M etropolitan Edison Company, told 
Exchange Club members at their 
weekly 
dinner 
m eeting 
Tuesday 
night in Bankert’s Restaurant, 
j 
"Actually our local organization 
is the front office for a five com­ 
pany utility group which operates In 
| Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New 
York. One of these, the M etro­ 
politan Edison, has it* headquarters 
in Reading, Pa The area served by 
this company is broken down into 
districts of which York Is the m ain 
office for ours. Under the York office 
there are smaller areas and G ettys­ 
burg is on of these. 
"All big jobs are handled through 
tile Rea din cr or York offices. Here 
in Gettysburg we do small jobs such 
as minor line extensions and offer 
advice 
and 
recommendations 
for 
electrical 
planning. 
We 
put 
the 
meters in and give suggestions on 
wiring of homes and local businesses. 
Plan To Move 
"We are planning a new develp- 
ment in March of next year. This 
j will be a move from our present 
office on York St. to Franklin St. 
where we have a garage and line 
| departm ent. This will consolidate 
our organization here.” Lentz said. 
“There is no generation of elec­ 
tricity in Gettysburg. All of our 
power 
comes 
from 
Middletown, 
Holtwood or the Penelac area by 
high-tension wires carrying 110.000 
volts. The east Gettysburg sub-sta­ 
tion reduces the load to 4 800 volts 
which is the line load coming into 
the transformer*. 
"Electric companies are working 
on a rate to make home heating with 
electricity economical. At present 
, we are equipped to handle air eon- 
I ditioning and the heating of water. 
Electric clothes dryers are becoming 
popular. I t costs about four and one- 
half cents to dry one load of wet 
.wash. Heat pumps are being used to 
heat homes in some areas of the 
U. S. but as yet they have not proved 
too practical in areas where the 
tem perature drops to zero. These 
heat pumps are used to heat homes 
in w inter and cool them in sum ­ 
mer," Lentz said.

Karl J. Sm ith and J. Blaine 
Buahey, to postpone decision until 
next week to perm it Attorney Rich­ 
ard A. Brown to outline the position 
that the recount could not super­ 
cede the official count unless a 
“contest of election” petition had 
been filed. If such a petition would 
have been filed, it had to be filed 
prior to the expiration date for such 
petitions, which occurred before the 
recount showed 
Ecker as having 
more votes than Shenk. 
I nuldn’t Walt Any tonger 
Smith, chairm an of the board of 
commissioners, held: ’’I don't see 
how we can do It. A lot of the 
school directors had to take office 
Monday night without certification, 
and we ought to get those cer­ 
tificates of election out just as soon 
as we can. I called Bulleit (Attorney 
Eugene V. Bulleit, solicitor for th* 
board of commissioners) and he told 
me he’d write us a brief if we 
wanted it on the m atter holding 
th at the recount should be used. 
We have a certificate of the recount 
filed with us here from the judge 
th a t made it, and signed by th* 
prothonotary. I don’t see how we 
can do otherwise than accept the 
recount as official and use Its figures. 
And I don’t see how we can hold 
up the certification any longer, par­ 
ticularly since some of these fel­ 
lows are already In office.*** 
Commissioner Buahey made the 
motion. Taughlnbaugh said he would 
"vote next week but I can’t vote this 
week" Sm ith seconded the matter 
and it was passed by the two vote*.

GERMAN BLAST 


FRANKFURT. Germany m — A 
terrific explosion destroyed a new 
apartment 
building 
in midtown 
Frankfurt before dawn today and 
buried 32 Germans in a 20-foot- 
high mass of wreckage. 
Officials said 26 persons, includ­ 
ing 7 children, were believed dead. 
It was the worst disaster in West 
Germany's vast postwar rebuild­ 
ing program.

Lee to open hi* address. 
Karnell said, “George Washing­ 
ton has told us ‘there can be no 
democratic form of government 
without morality, there can be no 
morality 
without 
religion, 
and 
there can be no religion without 
God.’ 
President 
Eisenhower 
has 
added ‘there can be no USA with­ 
out God.’ 
“We need officers and enlisted 
men in our military services who 
are m oral 
and responsible. We 
need men who are Interested in 
world brotherhood. You don’t make 
friends by criticizing them. We 
have come into an era of global 
strategy 
w'hen 
we 
must 
have 
friends, or else. 
Communism Death Note 
‘T here are no more foreigners 
on the face of the earth. We must 
put religion at the center of our 
life, because it eliminates confu­ 
sion. It is the death note of com­ 
munism. There are two axioips 


which should be applied physically, 
mentally, 
morally, socially, 
and 
spiritually: Whatever you do that 
is wrong, you pay for sooner or 
later, usually sooner than later, 
and this world will not be one bit 
better tnan you are.” 
“ ‘In God we trust.’ No nation 
can long survive in this atomic 
age without faith and trust In God. 
One of the things I fear for the 
future Is that Russia in becoming 
an atheistic nation will make fu­ 
ture decisions as to the use of 
atomic weapons without the guid­ 
ance of God,” Karnell said.
